The battles fought and won in the ecit 


and in the vest, at the beginning of July, 
were followed bj a period of eleven wee'is 
in which no operations of greater impor- 
tance were undertaken than those of Gen. 
Qillmore in the harbor of Charleston. In 
that period tha army of Qen. Meade moved 
from Pennsylvania to the Rapidan; tha 
army of Qen. Qrant WM cut up, and de- 
tachment* of it aeut from Vickaburg down 
and up the Mueissippi; the armyofGan. 
Roiecrana moved from Murfreeaboro to *h<3 
Tennessee river; but none of theae more* 
tnenta were interrupted by the rebels. Oar 
lewer armies, too, had successes and raver- 
aos, but no serious actions, if we except one. 
Qen. Steele seized the capital of Arkansas; 
Gen, Franklin waa repulsed from Texas; 
Qen. Bnrosida captured Knoxville and 
Cumberland Gap; Qen. Gill more, after a 
briak straggle, reduced Fort Sumter and 
the two works on Morris Island. Daring 
theae months of comparative repose, every- 
thing military looked bright and hopeful. 
Rebel armies defeated, strongholds captur- 
ed, territory occupied, rebel lines contract- 
ed, rebel forcea demoralized, and tha rebel 
confederacy apparently in the throes of dis- 
solution. Our armies all strong, well plant- 
ed, well^led, filled with the spirit of victory, 
and needing only to deal a lew more blows 
upon the enemy, and then fold up their 
battla-flaga and contemplate the glories of 
tha triumph achieved. The thought of de- 
feat, the possibility of retreat, tho idea that 
the rebellious storm, so nigh quelled, would 
again gather force and break m devastation 
over the land, entered into no man's mind, 
or, at all evenU, found no expression. 
Public confidence has never been as high 
during the war aa in July, August and Sep- 
tember of the current year ; and there nev- 
er waa such good ground for it. It seemed 
aa if we could almost descry the dawning 
of the morning of peace over a Union re 
conalructed, and a nation braced up and 
made stronger by the bloody hurricane un- 
dar which it had passed. In common with 
all otbera, we saw the brightening prospect, 
and gave expression to the universal hope. 
From time to time we earnestly warned the 
public not to give way to over-confidence 
—not to consider the struggle aa over while 
the rebels had hundreds of thousands of 
men in the field and gave vent only to ex- 
preaaiona of defiance. But aa things stood 
a fortnight (ago, we certainly considered 
that, if only our good fortune wore main 
tained, the confederacy muatapeedily totter 
to itt fall. 


While we still hold our ground firmly, 


though, in Virginia and on tho Mississippi, 
it is in the centre and at the really vital 
military point that our progress haa met 
with a check and our arms a repulse, whose 
full measure, we trust, is expressud in the 
fact that Qen. Rosecrana has fallen back 
to Chattanooga. While this was the only 
point at which the rebels could expect to 
win a auocesa—while it was the most im- 
portant point at which they could gain a 
victory (excepting only Washiugton), it 
waa really the last point at which disaster 
to our arms waa looked for by the people of 
the north. The tebela had never won a 
single important battle in the central re- 
gion, and there seemed less prospect than 
ever of their winning oue now. Hut it was 
our previous auccessea that made it possi- 
ble for them to win. The triumphs of Gen- 
eral Qrant on tho Mississippi river—at 
which they could never hope to retrieve 
their fortunes—set loose for other work the 
rebel troops which had so long been held 
in that region. The rebel defeat at Get- 
tysburg showed them the impossibility of 
overcoming the Army of the Potomac, 
and stimulated them to send their columns 
to the centre and try their hands on anoth- 
er ield. The over-confidence of our mili- 
tary authorities and our people cimbied 
them to play their game adroitly, and with 
aom« a access. Had the military authorities 
properly appreciated the situation, appre- 
hended the dangers, and foreseen the inev- 
itable policy and strategy of the rebels, 
and had the army of Qen.

The Richmond papers slate that one 


branch of the legislature of Virginia re- 
cently voted unanimously against a reso- 
lution which looked to reconstruction and 
re-union with the -north. This is the lat*st 
evidence that the rebels refuse to listen to 
any proposition of ptface. Previously they 
have manifested tha same'.nnanimity in all 
the other parts of the confederacy which 
is unoccupied by our armies. It is evident 
to UM most superficial observer thai the 
only way to save the Union from division 
is by war. Whoever looks to any other 
method does so ia violation of every kind 
of evidence and of common sense. 


Still we have among us a party which 


pretends to hepe for a suppression of the 
rebellion by some other means than war. 
It assumes that if the present administra- 
tion were ont of the way, and if we would 
recall some of the policies under which the 
war i» now carried on, the rebels would re* 
pent, lay down their arms and oomo back 
into the Union. 


What evidence ia there of thia ? Noth- 


ing but the naked and unsupported asser- 
tions of Fernando Wood and a few of his 
followers. Upon this basis the copperhead 
party continue to oppose the war and villi- 
fy the administration; which is compelled 
by its obligations of duty to carry it on ac- 
cording to its own judgment, with the beat 
means it has at hand. 


With the experience of nearly three years 


of war, which has for itt object on th« part 
of the rebels independence and nothing 
else, under all kinda of policies, and a con* 
tinnal refusal to treat for peace on any oth- 
er terms, can any one be justified in op- 
posing the war?

number prisoners and fifty horsLS. 
' Tbe Herald has correspondence from 
British Honduras, dated Belize, 5th and 
7th of September, announcing on very re 
liable information the defeat of the troops 
of Honduras by the troops of Guatemala, 
after a severe battle. The Hondurian sol- 
diers surrendered, after which their general 
and chief officers were put to death in the 
most brutal manner. After the engage- 
ment the Guatamalian army burned the 
town, sacked houses, robbed, and commit- 
ted other gross outrages. President Car- 
rera, having captured the cities of Com- 
acqna and Tejucigalapa, named Gen. Hi- 
dira president. 
All the departments had

paragraph from the Charlotte (S. C.) Bulle- 
tin speaks volumes: 


We again appeal to the people of North 


Carolina to give what help they can to the 
starving population oi Charleston. We die- 
like exposing the necessities of our people, 
but our friends can furnish bread and avert 
starvation, and wa believe they will do it 
when they know it is absolutely necessary. 


RAILROAD SPICED.— Many fatal accidents 


occur on railroads by persons attempting 
to drive across them when a train is ap- 
proaching. The danger lies in miscalcula- 
ting the rate at which a car moves when 
under full headway, which is said to be 
about [seventy-four feet, or twice its own 
length, in a second: 


At this velocity, the locomotive driving 


wheel, BIX feet in diameter, makes four 
revolutions in a second, the piston-rod thus 
traversing the cylinder eight times. If a 
horse aud cart should approach and cross 
the track at the rapid rate of six miles an 
hour, an express train approaching at the 
moment would move towards it two hun- 
dred and fifty-seven feet wh.le it was in 
the act of crossing ; if the horse moved no 
faster than a walk, the train would move 
towards it more than five hundred .'eet, 
which facts account for the many[acaidents 
at such points. 
When tha locomotive 


whistle is opened at the post, eighty rods 
from the crossing, the trein will advance 
near one hundred feet before the sound of 
the whistle traverses the distance to, and is 
heard at the crossing. 


One day last week a fine looking Ohio

pain passed over hia frank, manly face, 
" it is a little too much for me." There 
waa a slightly perceptible quiver in hia 
voice as he ended ; then laying down the 
once cherished shadows ho left the tent. 
Such incidents speak volnmos.

quired to reinforce Qen. Rosecrans from 
Vicksburg may be obtained by considering 
the distance between that city and Chatta- 
noaga. First, there are 347 miles of steam- 
boating to Memphis, and next, by railroad 
from Memphis to Chattanooga is 309 miles. 
But the road is not open all the way. 
Trains run regular to Corinth and Julia, 
the latter 115 miles, and it is not unlikely 
that the road may have been opened to De- 
catnr, 70 milei further east. There should, 
too, be railroad communication between 
Stevenson and Chattanooga, by means of 
the Nashville and Central road,the distance 
between these two places being 37 miles. 
But we can hardly reckon on more than, 
say, 200 miles, if so much, of railroad 
transportation between Memphis and Chat- 
tanooga. The transfer of troops began 
several days ago, even before there had 
been any battle between Roaecrans and 
Bragg.

THE COLORED TROOPS.—The numerical 


strength of the colored men actually in the 
field is somewhat over 20,000 men—leas 
than haa been generally supposed. This 
number does not include colored men who 
have been regularly enlisted in the service, 
and now employed aa teamsters, and in 
varioua other capacities by tho government. 
The number ao employed ia about 25,000. 
The skeleton ragiments scattered through- 
out the country, (principally in the south- 
west,) are being rapidly recruited to their 
maximum atandard, and before the end of 
the year it is estimated that the govern- 
ment will have 80,000 negto soldiers in 
the field. It ia the opinion of eminent 
military men here, that colored regiments 
will form the basis of our future armies, 
and that the government will rely mainly 
on colored troopa to finish up the rebellion.

The battles fought and won in the CM* 


and in the west, at the beginning of JaSy, 
•were followed by a period of eleven weeia 
in which no.operations of greater impor- 
tance were undertaken than those_of Gen. 
Gillmore in th« harbor of Charleston. In 
that period tie army of Gen. Meade moved 
fronxrPennsylYanialto the- Rapidan;-tha 
army of Gen. Grant was cut up, and ds- 
tachmenU of it sent from Vicksburg down 
and up the Mississippi; the army of Gen. 
Bogecrani moved from Murfreeeboro to tha 
Tennessee river; but none of these move- 
menu were interrupted by the rebels. Our 
letter armies, too, had successes and rever- 
se;), but no serious actions', if we except one. 
Gen. Steele seized the capital of Arkansas; 
Gen.' Franklin w»a repulsed from Texas; 
Gen. 'Bnrcside captured Knoxville and 
Cumberland Gap; Gen. Gillmore, after a 
briak struggle, reduced Fort Sumter and 
the two works on Morris Island. Daring 
these months of comparative repose, every- 
thing military looked bright and hopeful. 
Eebel armies defeated, strongholds captur- 
ed, territory occupied, rebel lines contract- 
ed, rebel forces demoralized, and the rebel 
confederacy apparently in the throes of .dis- 
solution. Our armies all strong, well plant- 
ed, welded, filled with-the spirit of victory, 
and needing only to deal a few more: blows 
upon the.enemy, and then fold :up their 
battle-flags and contemplate the glories of 
the triumph achieved. The thought of de- 
feat, the possibility of retreat, the idea that 
the rebellious storm, so nigh quelled, would 
again gather force and break iu devastation 
over the land, entered into no man's mind, 
or, at all event*, found no expression. 
Public confidence has never been as high 
during the war as in July, August and Sep- 
tember of the current year; and there nev- 
er was such good ground for it. It seemed 
as if we could almost descry the dawning 
of the morning of peace over a Union re 
constructed, and a nation braced up and 
made stronger by the bloody hurricane nn- 
dor which it had passed. In common with 
.all others, we saw the brightening prospect, 
and gave expression to the universal hope. 
From time to time we earnestly warned the 
public not to give' way to over-confidence 
—not to consider the struggle as over while 
the rebels had hundreds of thousands • of 
men in the field and gave vent ouly to ex- 
pressions of defiance. But as things stood 
a fortnight I'ago, we certainly considered 
that, if only our good fortune were main- 
tained, the confederacy must speedily totter 
toitafall. 
While we still hold our ground firmly, 


though, in Virginia and on the Mississippi,

The official estimate of the loss of the ar- 


my .of the Cumberland in the recent battle 
U ahout'the same -as at first published. It 
is ndw stated at 1,800 killed, 9,500 wound- 
ed and 2,600 prisoner*— total, 13,800. This 
is indeed a fearful loss, but from all accounts, 
it is far less than that of the rebels. It is 
believed at Chattanooga that their aggre-' 
gate loss is 20,000, most of which is in kill- 
ed and wounded.. One of their own papers 
estimates it at 25,000, and considering that 
they have made no offensive demonstration 
sine*, that they make no bouts, and that 
actonprecedentedly large number of their 
general officers were killed, we are warrant- 
ed in placing their loss at a high figure.

RAILROAD SPBED.—Many fatal accidents 


occur on railroads by persoas attempting; 
to drive across them when a train is ap- 
proaching. The danger lies in miscalcula- 
ting the rate at which a car moves.when 
under full headway, which is said to -be 
about "seventy-four feet, or twice its own 
length, in a second:

At this velocity, the locomotive driving 


wheel, six feet in diameter, makes four 
revolutions in a second, the piston-rod thus 
traversing the cylinder eight times. If a 
horse and cart should approach and cross 
the track at the rapid rate of six miles'an 
hour,'an express train approaching' at'the 
moment woald: move towards it two hun- 
dred and- fifty-seven feet wh ,le it was in 
the act of crossing; if the horse moved no 
faster than a walk, the train would move 
towards it more than five hundred 'eet, 
which fact* account for the manylacoidents 
at. such points.
